Since that Con- 
ference the whole matter has been more 
or less in abeyance. ‘Sanctions”’ have 
been imposed by the Allies with varying 
success, but the fumdamental problem of 
the indemnity is just as far from solution 
as ever it was. Will it be solved before 
next Sunday week? The bill which will 
be handed to the Germans by the Repare- 
tions Commission is not likely to be 
less severe than that which they rejected 
at London.
